PARIS, Sept. 8.—‘*This isn't St. Louis 
or New York,’’ writes a fiery member 
of the Chamber of Deputies to a Paris 
newspaper in discussing the Sunday- 
Closing law. ‘“‘The whole truth of the 
fact is that our labor leaders have been 
misled by those of the new world, 
where conditions are entinely different 
from those of Paris. Now that our la- 
bor leaders have got what they have 
howled for so many years, they plainly 
see that the closing rule can’t be put 
into practice without hurting, instead 
of helping, the very class that they 
meant to protect. 

“As a matter of fact, all this one 
holiday in seven, Sunday closing of 
places of business, and day of rest for 
labor, can be traced back two years 
to the time that certain American labor 
leaders came to town and indulged ina 
lot of incoherent talk at the Labor Ex- 
change, which the excitable French 
temperament took as. really having 
some meaning. The result is, we find 
ourselves suddenly saddled with a law 
which nobody wants.’’

The president of the Paris Chamber 
of Commerce says more moderately: 
“Labor put up a bluff to capital. 


Capital called that bluff. Now labor 
sees that it has got into hot water. 
It will lose far more than one-seventh 
of its weekly receipts. I think that 
hereafter we shall listen less to the 
siren voice of the supposed happy 
American laborers.” 

When John Mitchell, the American 
labor leader was here two years ago 
he strongly advised this campaign 
for Sunday closing, though he said 
little about it in his public speeches. 
Being bound to blame somebody or 
something for the fuss that Paris is 
in over Sunday closing, the French 
labor leader, was here two years ago 
to predict that the end of the agita- 
tion will be that each trade or pro- 
fession will tear the law to pieces 
in such a way that it will leave the 
situation practically the same as it 
was before. 

This week brought immense relief 
to the great body of Parisians 
through giving them a certainty that 
their favorite Sunday afternoon di- 
version of dining will not be taken 
away. After a number oo. stormy 
meetings the Syndicate, which in- 
cludes nearly all the principal restau- 
rant and cafe owners, decided that 
no matter what the Government says, 
will disregard the Sunday closing 
aw. 

The main argument has been a 
piece of casulstry turning on the real 
meaning of the word ‘‘thedbomadatre.”’ 
literally this would mean once a 
week, they say no particular day, 
but just one day weekly. On one day 
a week the law compels them to give 
each man they employ a holiday, but 
the law does not say which day this 
must be, nor does it say that all em- 
ployes must have the same day in a 
certain company or syndicate.

LONDON, Sept. 8.—The Warsaw cor- 
respondent of the Jewish Chronicle 
writes: 

“On the initiative of Premier Stolypin 
the Jewish question has taken a step 
forward, inasmuch as he has given in- 
structions to his department, the Min- 
istry of the Interior, to lay before him 
the draft of a Jewish measure con- 
ceived in liberal terms. What form 
this draft will take it is difficult to 
say, as all the liberal intentions of 
Count Witte in this direction were a}. 
ways rendered mugatory by the antag- 
onism of court circles. 

‘“Stolypin takes the only correct 
standpoint—that the Jewish question 
must be settled as quickly as possible. 
But he does not accept the correct go- 
lution, which consists in placing the 
Jews upon a. footing of equality with 
the rest of the population. 

“Stolypin believes the edge may be 
taken off the Jewish question by ex- 
tending the pale of settlement. That 
is error. By an extension of pale, as 
was done to a Iimited extent under 
Plehve'’s regime, a temporary alleviag- 
tion of the terrible economic sufferings 
of tthe Jewish proletariat would be 
brought about, but the Jewish question 
in Russia will never be solved by such 
a measure.”

lar. For this purpose she divided her 
wealth into four parts, namely: 

For the maintenance of a model girls’ 
school, to be established in the province 
of Honan, $175,000; for a daily paper, to 
be published in Tshengtshow, $70,000; 
the paper is to.teach progressive ideas 
and sold at a very low price so that 
the poorest should be able to buy it; 
for the establishment of a school in her 
native village, $40,000; a fourth of the 
estate, valued at about $375,000, she re- 
served for her mother and herself. 

She also announces that she will make 
a trip around the world to study institu- 
tions of various nations and languages. 
In addition to the Chinese and Japanese, 
Miss Hsu speaks fluently German &And 
English.

These form 
a source of revenue amounting to 
$10,000,000 a year. Finally there are 
Asiatic possessions of the Crown in 
two groups: (1) The Altai mining dis- 
trict, with an area nearly ten times 
as great as Switzerland, and (2) the 
Nertchink districts, with an area 14 
times as great as Switzerland. These 
two districts are rich in minerals and 
forests, and since the Siberian rail- 
way was built, have enormously in- 
creased in Value. 

The Czar is also an extensive owner 
of real estate in St. Petersburg, Mos- 
cow, Kieff and numerous other cities.

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“THE END OF.AN AGE,” 

The clearest explanation yet published of what 
is going on in Russia is credited to’Tolstoi: “It is 
not riot, not revolution. It is the end of an age.” 

This is probably as full an explanation as can be 
put into a sentence. It goes ‘‘to the roots,” not only 
in Russia, but in the civilized world outside of Rus- 
sia. Yet Tolstoi is essentially a poet, and his ex- 
planation is poetical, an oracle of the kind which 
were once called “Delphic.” 

Ages do not end at all in fact, and centuries have 
no existence outside the almanacs, and the habits of 
thought based on the almanac. Conditions develop 
out of conditions. Readjustments are forced at one 
point after another until finally the conditions which 
survive from past generations unchanged in one 
country or another, are “out of date,” and the whole 
force of the logic of the world’s movement bears on 
them to compel their readjustment, regardless of 
disturbance due to resistance to the processes of 
:yevitable change. v 

“td Tolstoi said that the political conditions of 
Russia and,the social system to which they belong 
are out of date, it would have seemed more common- 
place, but it would have made clear a great part of 
his meaning when he says that an age has come to 





an end. 

In the sense in which he speaks, an age came to 
an end in Missouri and the United States generally 
between 1850 and 1860. Under its general conditions, 
it was the same age now ending in Russia. The age 
of the “prairie schooner’ and the stage coach, of 
wagon freighting, of the hand loom and the whip 
saw, of chattel slavery and other survivals of prim- 
itive life, had come to an end. The age of transcon- 
tinental railroads, of the telegraph and ocean cable, 
the telephone, the electric light, the electric rail- 
road, the wireless telegraph, was already developed 
in the minds of thinkers by the definition of prin- 
ciples which would make it inevitable and irresistible, 
In fact, it had before been made inevitable and irre- 
sistible by definitions of the principles of American 
liberty and of larger liberty and responsibility for all 
humanity. A readjustment was forced on us by the 
compelling forces of the world’s progress, out of its 
past into its future. Such readjustments may be 
gradual, easy, wholly beneficent in results to all in 
fact, as they are essentially. They are unavoidable 
in any event. We made ours costly, but it took place, 
It began through convulsion as it has progressed 
since through its own forces, until as it meets new 
forces of resistance, it creates new questions of re- 


adjustment. 

As a result of these, it seems to Tolstoi that it 
is the “end of an age” for the United States as for 
Russia. He has no faith in republics or in political 
systems as means.of keeping the peace, He is right 
only so far as it is true that no political system 
can support and perpetuate what is actually out of 
date when the general conditions of the world are 
being readjusted under the workings of new forces, 
The same age, however, which is ending for Russia, 
is not ending for us. We have had the experience at 
our own cost in our own way Russia is now having. 
at its own coat in its own way. When we look back 
upon it, we can see it was not riot, not revolution, 
not the end of an age, but at least partially a re- 
adjustment of our conditions to suit the principles 
of our progress. We ought to be able to see also, 
that the question of the cost of all readjustment, 
inevitable in the future, is the question of our own 
readiness to keep conditions and principles, practices 
and professions in harmony.

CITY SLEEPLESSNESS. 


The principal feature of the meeting of the British 
Association during the w eek was the way its physi- 
cians and physiologists insisted on more sleep both 
for adults and children if possible, but for children 
at any rate, 

In the view of these men of science, sleep is the 
natural remedy for most of the worst diseases of 
modern life. Losing sleep as a habit, even if it 
is done fer the highest and noblest motives, threat- 
ens early loss of hair and teeth, all the diseases which 
belong to disorders of the brain and nerves, and 
probably such “organic diseases” as consump(ion. 
This is the “modern view” physiologists are beginning 
to take as they find explanations for the worst re- 
sults in nda and habitual violations of natural 
laws, 

Our modern city habits are certainly habits of 
sleeplessness to such an extent as would account for 
most of our modern city diseases under this theory. 
Not only young people in cities, but older people as 
well, make a habit of losing sleep in what may seem 
the most innocent and often the most praiseworthy 
ways. After employment in the day whose strain de- 
mands sleep beginning naturally at 8 o'clock, their 
“innocent pleasures,” their social duties, their studies, 
the hundreds of other calls of the city evenings and 
city nights, keep them awake until, keeping awake 
from a third to half, or more than half, the night 
becomes a settled habit.

THE BRYAN RUCTION. 

Two predictions made by the Post-Dispatch with 
reference to the Bryan movement have been fulfilled 
with startling suddenness. 

One prediction was that the turning over of the 
Democratic party to Mr. Bryan in advance of definite 
knowledge of the program he would propose and of 
the conditions which would confront the country 
would prove to be the, shecrest folly, 

The other prediction was that Mr. Bryan’s cen-

republican government—to a program of centraliza- 
tion directly opposed to its fundamental principles 
and traditional policies. All the leaders of the party 
who still cherish its principles and traditions were 
shocked and dismayed at this proposal of a long 
advance, amounting to a fatal commitment, to a 
program of State Socialism with paternalistic trim- 
mings. 

The revolt was instantaneous and extensive. Gov. 
Folk, who had foolishly consented to serve as the 
chairman of the Reception Committee in this amaz- 
ing act of party immolation, shrunk from the Social- 
istic program, which was directly contrary to his } 
own expressed ideas of the proper remedies for

Lectures in 
. POWER GOING TO WASTE. 


Some day, says the Newark Advertiser, the vast 
amount of power going to waste from the chimneys 
of manufacturing establishments will be utilized. This 
economy is being studied here and abroad and vari- 
ous devices are now in use. In a paper redd recent- 
ly before the Society of German Engineers it was 
estimated that in Germany no less than 600,000 horse- 
power might be obtained from the surplus gases of 
coke ovens, and an additional 1,000,000 horsepower 
from the waste gases of blast furnaces. The first 
gas-engine plant dealing with coke-oven gases was 
put into operation in 1894 in Germany, and there are 
now constructed or under construction gas engines 
capable of delivering no less than 400,000 horsepower 
when operated with ‘poor gases.”’ 

An American engineer who has studied the subject 
practically says that the power which could be saved 
in the metallurgical industries of the United States 
must amount to some millions of horsepower, and 
that an output of fully*1,000,000 horsepower could be 
maintained continuously. This is one kind of indus- 
try alone. 


PIERCING STEEL BY ELECTRICITY. 

The Zeitschrift des Vereins Deutscher Ingenieren 
gives an interesting account of the perforation of 
armor plate by the combined action of the electric 
current and oxygen. 
a battery of generators of 50 amperes was attached 
to the plate, and the other field was attached to a 
copper tubing by means of a commutator. One end 
of a piece of flexible tubing capable of resisting a 
pressure of 30 atmospheres was attached to a recep- 
tacle filled with oxygen, and the other end was at- 
tached to a copper tubing, which continued it and 
consequently formed a circuit. A shutoff, or faucet, 
similar to the controller of a motor, regulated the 
flow of the current of oxygen. An arc was formed 
by advancing the plate to the end of the tubing and 
then mvuving it backward a little. The are heated 
the metal to the required temperature, and at the 
same time fired the current of oxygen. In a short 
time the metal began to burn and to run, leaving 
a hole wherever the action of the oxygen had been 
felt. 


THE COST (IN ELECTRICITY) OF A FLASH OF 
LIGHTNING. 

Savants are so inquisitive that at times their curt- 
osity exceeds their power of investigation. An en- 
gineer of Brussels has attempted to determine,. ac- 
cording to a writer in the Annales (Paris), what it 
would cost man to produce lightning. As all light- 
ning is not alike, he fixed his choice upon a medium 
flash. By measuring the magnetism of certain rocks 
formed of iron minerals, he estimated that the elec-

WORKMEN PROTECTED BY GOVERNMENT. 

The German Government has established arid main- 
tained at Charlottenburg a permanent exhibition of 
appliances designed to prevent accidents and to safe- 
guard tho welfare of the workmen, and similar in- 
stitutions exist at Munich, Amsterdam, Brussels and 
Zurich. The British Secretary of State was recent- 
ly asked whether, under the circumstances, the Brit- 
ish Government would consider the advisability of as- 
sisting in the formation of a similar institution in 
England. 

Mr. Gladstone (son of the late William E. Glad- 
stone), in replying said that the question of estab- 
lishing a similar institution in England had been sey- 
eral times discussed, but there were many practical 
difficulties to be overcome. He said that a good deal 
of useful work had been done by the publication of 
special reports on particular classes of machinery, 
the report on cotton-cloth machinery and hoists and 
teazles being specifically mentioned. He is now 
making further inquiries on the subject. 


COAL EFFICIENCY TESTS. 

Tests and experiments which are being made by 
the United States Geological Survey to determine 
the comparative efficiency of various kinds of coal 
when used to produce steam and when used to pro- 
duce gas naturally are attracting the attention of 
mechanical experts. The Washington correspondent 
of the Journal of Commerce says that among the 
principal results the most significant is that the 
power of efficiency of certain soft coals when used 
in the gas-producer plant is two and one-half times 
that developed when the coal is used in a steam 
boiler plant. He adds, “That is to say, One ton has 
developed as much power as two and one-half tons 
used in the old way. This discovery is simply mar- 
velous. Another result is that some of the lignites 
from undeveloped but extensive deposits in North Da- 
kota and Texas have shown unexpectedly high 
power-producing qualities, such as promise large 
future developments in those and other states. 

The importance of these tests can be appreciated 
by the layman only in a general way. It is evi- 
dent that they will mean, when gas is more widely 
used for power purposes, a tremendous revolution in 
tho cost of power for practically all purposes, They 
also will mean a great extension to the life of our 
coal deposits, which, large as they are, are not with- 
out limit. Obviously this is one of the most prac- 
tical investigations which has ever been conducted 
by a Government department, as it has a direct bear- 





tric current in lightning must be of at least 600 am- 
peres. The intensity of the current must be consid- 
erably stronger than that, because the rocks se- 
lected for the experiment were at a great distance 
from the place where the lightning struck. - To avoid 
exaggeration, the experimenter admits that the whole 
amount of atmospheric electricity was within the 
limit of 27,077 kilowatts. In Brussels the cost of an 
industrial kilowatt is 650 centimes (10 cents, American 
money). At that price, a flash of lightning would 
cost its producer 13,880 francs (approximately $2700).

THE PROMISE OF JEAN VALJEAN. 

I must confess that I'm mentally doing a lot of rubbernecking at _ this 
Jean Valjean offering of Wilton Lackaye'’s. It’s so full of tantalizing possi- 
bilities, don’t you Know. If Lackaye has really made a strong acting version 
of “Les Miserables,"’ putting enough of Hugo’s powerful story into the play 
to give it genuine ‘backbone, and if he has properly brought out the tremen- 
dous figure of Valjean as it must be brought out to be satisfying, then he 
has done the biggest piece of work, dramatically speaking, of this generation. 
The whole thing hinges on the dramatization—there’s no question of Lack- 
aye’s special and pecullar fitness to play the Valjean role—he'’s born to play 
it—and that’s why [ look forward to the St. Louis production with something 
like feverish expectation, so to speak. And if it fails—well, of course, the 
higher you climb, tthe harder you fall, wherefore poor Mr. Lackaye; in that 
unhappy event. is in for a jolt that’ll shake his back teeth from their anchor- 
age. But such is life. 
This play of “Brown of Harvard,’ now beginning its second week at the 
Garrick, is reasonably bright as it stands, but it irritates me that its author 
and her managers permitted the successof ‘“‘The College Widow” and ‘“Strong- 
heart” to influence them into confining it within the limits of a juvenile college 
comedy. Its story is a blessed sight too good for that, just as I said in my 
Monday review, and the character of Geraid Thorne is so indisputably the big- 
gest of the whole cast that it’s really a pity it isn’t played up stronger. Not 
a bit of the college atmosphere that’s worth keeping would be lost thereby, 
there’d be a rattling fine figure developed, and I miss my guess if the play 
wouldn't be a bigger success than in its present shape.

‘Brown of Harvard,” I also told you how well Albert Perry played the part— 
quietly, sincerely and with genuine virility. Well, I see there are others of 
my way of thinking, for later in the Weck came the story of how Robert 
Loraine, the star of “Man and Supermun,’” one of last season’s biggest New 
York hits, was reaching out greedily for Mr. Perry, so greedily, indeed, as to 
provoke a bitter letter of protest from Henry Miller, who's behind the 
“Brown of Harvard’’ production.

NEW YORK, Sept. 6.—Following a 
custom observed for tmnany years, Chas. 
Frohman reopened his Empire Theater 
on the evening of Labor Day, and pro- 
duced.the play that will serve John 
Drew during the coming season. 

The performance of a new play by 
Arthur Wing Pinero is always a matter 
of lively interest, and particularly to 
the comparatively few who continue to 
regard the theater seriously. Besides, 
the unique record won by “His House 
in Order,”’ in london, commends it to 
unusual attention, especially with Mr. 
Drew and Miss Margaret Lllington in its 
leading roles. 

Upon Miss Iilington the severest bur- 
den of acting fell. Mr. Pinero is noth- 
ing if not a feminist. He may gener- 
ally be counted upon to draw his men 
conventionally, but his women are sure 
to be faithful transcripts from life, 
moved by the forces that impel and 
swerve the feminine mind. Such a 
faithful transcript from actual exist- 
ence is Nina Jesson in “His House in 
Order.’ She is nervous, high strung 
and slightly frayed at the edges, but 
she is moral, upright, outspoken and 
true to herself._at least. 

Play Has Strange Story. 

She is the second wife of Filmer 
son, an elderly, methodical. prig, whose 
first helpmeet, Annabel Mary, had been 
killed in an accident 12 years, before. 
Nina has not proved equal to the task 
of keeping Filmer'’s house in order and 
dispensing his hospitalities as well as 
her prim predecessor, and therein lies 
the seat of her difficulties. 

The house is overrun by the Ridge- 
leys, a nagging, vain, provincial crew, 
in all the pompous glory of half-mourn- 
ing fer the departed Annabel Mary.

He was plainly at his 
best in the recital of the parallel story 
in the second act. In the scene with 
Nina cuorfterning the letters, when emo- 
tionalism, was needed, he palled slightly 
on his audience and was not quite able 
to enforce Pinero’s lines. Except for 
this scene, his performance was. con- 
sistent and good. 

Much surprise followed Miss nine ton’ ~ 
performance of the intricate’ role of 
Nina. It was, the largest character she 
has yet attempted, and to say 
that she was equal to all its 
minute phvychological distinctions 
would be to exaggerate a per- 
formance that was good enough to stand 
on its own very substantial merits. Much 
that Pinero put in Nina’s character was 
not disclosed. but Miss Illington acted 
with directness and sureness and gave 
the character ample meaning. A very 
able performance of Filmer Jesson was 
given by C. M. Holland, who softened 
the edges of that contemptible character 
beyond what seemed to be the author's 
intentions. As for the Ridgeleys, there 
is no sure way of gauging their truth. 
but their general effect to most persons 
will be that of caricature. There are 
four Af them. They not only possessed 
the same family characteristics, but 
seemed cut frum the same piece. Ar- 
thur Elliott made a pronounced vulgar- 
ian of the father, and Miss Lena Holli- 
day turned the mother into a cat. Miss

New Yorker Will Experience 
Trouble Beating Schwarz 


and Goessling. 

Next Thursday, Friday and Saturday 
afternoons, at Laughlin’s Lake, in St. 
Louls County, on the Creve Coeur Lake 
street car line, the best swimmers from 
all over the United States will compete 
in the National A. A. U. championship 
events which will be held under the 
auspices of the Missouri Athletic Club. 

From the New York A. C. will come 
the famous Mercury foot wearers. Chi- 
cago will be represented by the Chicago 
A. A. aquatic team, about twenty 
strong. Opposed to these two. crack 
swimming teams will be our own pad- 
dlers from the Missouri A. C. From 
the Central Y. M. C. A. of this city a 
big squad of swimmers is also entered 
‘besides a number of unattached entries. 

A prettier or more desirable spot for 
holding the championships woulde be 
hard to find. Randolph Laughlin, a 
member of the M. A. C., an amateur 
sportsman of note, and a strong swim- 
mer, offered the M. A. C. the use of 
his farnmi and lake for the champion- 
ships, and the club was only too glad to 
accept his kind invitation. 

This farm is really a beautiful piece 
of grougd, kept in perfect order, with 
shade trees, wells of cool water, sum- 
mer houses and fine walks laid out all 
over. Mr. Laughlin likes swimming and 
canoeing, so he had a natural lake on 
the property deepened. The lake is 
about 600 yards long and is about 30 feet 
deep. Around the edges he put sea 
shells and rocks, and the water is al- 
most as deep at the edge as in the 
middie. The lake is fed by springs, but 
the water is fairly warm, clear and re- 
freshing. 

At different points he has stone steps 
leading down into the water. Canoes, 
diving platforms and the like makes the 
spot seem like a fairyland to a swim- 
mer on a really hot summer’s day. Last 
year the Western A, A. VU. swimming 
championship events were decided at 

the lake, and the occasion was made 
quite a society event. 


With C. M. Daniels, the championship 
speed merchant of the world, and ev- 
ery other swimmer of any consequence 
in the country competing, is almost a 
certainty that a fashionable assemblage 
will be attracted to the lake on all 
three days, if the weather -is favor- 
able. 


The fact that there will be inter- 
mediate as well as the championship 
races is going add immensely to the 
interest in t program. In the 
championship races C. M. Daniels, hold- 
er of the N. ‘A. A. VU. outdoor cham- 
pionships from 100 yards up to a mile, 
with the exception of the half mile in 
which he did not compete, is entered 
for every event from the 100 yards to 
the mile. He will probably swim in 
every race except the mile, and he runs 
an excellent chance to win in all four 
contests, 

The races will be 100, 2%, 440 and &80. 
yards, and one mile swims. In the 
National indoor championships Mar- 
quard Schwarz of the Missouri swam 
second to Daniels in four events, which 
the former won. Daniels and Schwarz 
were selected as the two Americans to 
represent America in the Olympic 
games, Daniels won over the best swim- 
mers in the world at Athens, Greece, 
but Schwarz was unplaced. In England

Schwarz says he will try hard enough 
to defeat Daniels, but he has tried so 
often and failed that he has not much 
hope. Both boys are great friends and 
weither has ever complained or made 
excuses, no matter what kind of luck 
they have run into. Daniels is expect- 
ed to arrive about Tuesday, while the 
remainder of the -New York A. C. 
squad will hardly arrive before Wednes- 
day. 
Unless Daniels competes in the mile 
swim that event should go to H. J. 
Handy, the little Chicago A. A. athlete. 
Handy recently swam the crawl stroke 
the entire distance in the 10-mile swim 
in the Mississippi. In fact, Handy says 
he cannot swim any other stroke as 
well as he does the crawl. When the 
crawl stroke was first introduced it was 
thought that no man could possibly de- 
velop endurance enough to swim over 
100 yards with it. Handy’s swimming in 
the river race was wonderful. 
The stroke’ was bad for river swim- 
ming, however, as the wind, high waves 
and wash from steamboats would toss

Daniels and Schwarz 
hold their legs stiff and almost straight 
out, bending them only at the knee and 
working their feet up and down with 
a rapid see-saw motion, for the pur- 





pose of keeping their feet afloat. The 
crawling motion of the arms pulls them 
through the water rapidly. 

Schwarz can swim 25 yards without 


ary trouble at all before he raises up 
his head for an instant to catch a 
breath of air. The crawl] stroke revolu- 
tionized swimming and records are be- 
ing hammered down day by day as the 
result of the stroke. 

Both Daniels and Schwarz use the 
trudgeon stroke for distances over 100 
yards. Handy has an idea of his own. 
His legs are light and instead of kick- 
ing he spreads them apart and they 
drag, as it were, behind him when he is 
using che crawl stroke. 

In the mile swim at New York last 
summer, which was won by Daniels, 
Handy. swimming his crawl stroke, 
gave Daniels a hard race throughout 
and was only beaten by a narrow mar- 
gin. This year Handy thinks that he 
has a good chance to win both the 880 
yards and mile swims. Handy'is at 
present at Laughlin’s Lake. Every day 
he is practicing. Marquard Schwarz 1s 
particularly anxious to defeat Handy in 
the 880-yard swim and the contest be-. 
tween Daniels, Schwarz and Handy in 
the half-mile should result in a beautli- 
ful race, and uniess all signs fail the 
record for the event will fall. 

In the championship events St. Louls 
is reasonably certain of one winner at 
least in A. M. Goessling, captain of the 
Missouri A. C. aquatic team. Last win- 
ter at the New York A. C. Goessling 
won the 200-yards breast stroke cham- 
pionship swim. The breast stroke is the 
most useful, most graceful, the prettiest 
and one of the most difficult ways of 
learning to swim. 

In the ordinary breast stroke the head 
is held continually out of the water. 
Goessling submerges his face and most 
of his head at every stroke. In the 
river swim he would go right under and 
through big waves with a speed and 
power in his movement that made it 
appear as though he had a small gaso- 
line engine and propellor attached to his 
heels. Gus is just built to perfection 
for the breast stroke, with long arms 
and legs, and it is predicted that he 
will retain his championship title again 
this year to a certainty. 

Another probable winner for St. Louis 
in the champlonship events will be Dr. 
George H. Sheldon, National A. A. U. 
outdoor champion fancy diver, winner 
of the Olympic diving competition and 
holder of the Western A. A. U. fancy 
championship.

Mistaken Often for a Ross. 


Shortly after he left on a long cruise 
"in a man-o’-war and, upon returning to 
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the Umited States two years later, he 
was taken on several occasions for one 
of the Ross boys... Finally he was pur- 
suaded to investigate along thease lines. 

He recalled that he had been entered 
‘in ah orphan asylum at New Orleans in 
1874, the same vear Charley Ross had 
been stolen, and he visited New Orleans 
again to look up the records. The rec- 
ords were not complete and merely 
showed that he had been entered in 
July, 1874. by a woman claiming to be 
his mother. 

In this connection, a story was pub- 
lished a few weeks ago from New Or- 
leans to the effect that the records 
of the asylum there showed Von Hodge 
had ‘been entered in the asylum in Jan- 


1874, while Charley Ross had not 
been kidnaped until July of the same 
vear. This story also stated that Von 
Hodge had not run away from the asy- 
lum, but had been given to friends. 


uary, 


Von Hodge charges this story is false 
and proves his claims by reputable citi- 
zens of New Orleans, who are familiar 
with the boy’s asylum history. Von 
Hodge offers the following statement 
regarding the asylum record, which is 
vouched for by letters from the authori- 
ties referred to: 

“T first ran away from the asylum in 
1877 or 1878 and was brought back to 
the institution by a Dr. O'Reilly, a 





prominent citizen of New Orleans and 











at that time a school teacher. The story 
from New Orleans says that I was 
given to friends on May 17, 1881, but 
this I can prove absolutely false, 
cause I know the people I was with af- 
ter escaping from the asylum. I ran 


away from the institution with a boy 


named Joe Hughes and we were taken 
in by a Mrs. O'Hara, a motherly old 
goul living on Franklin street, and who 
had three sons. I remained there about 
two months and then was taken by 
Mrs. Lawrence, who kept a boarding 
house in front of Lafayette square, 
where I remained several months. 

‘“‘TIn 1889 IT made my escape and returned 
to New Orleans. It was then that I 
heard for the first time of the Charley

Ross case, but it did not occur to me 
then that I might be the boy, and it 
was only in later years when on several 
occasions I had been told that I strong- 
ly resembled the Ross boy that I enter- 
tained the idea that I might be the lad. 
men then it did not impress me, for I 
was a roaming young fellow whose early 
training had been sadly neglected and 
I did not take up the investigation -in 
earnest as I should have done. 

“But I did go to the asylum to see 


the sisters and tried to trace my par- 


ents. The sisters told me that the woman 
who had entered me as her child was 
not known and that she had not been 


seen for a long time before I ran nenael| 








the last time. She had ceased to call at 
the asylum and the nuns never heard 
from her. Even at my young age I knew 
enough to realize that the woman who 
placed me in the asylum was not my 
mother and I had no affection for her. 
She had told the sisters that I had 
brothers and sisters and that some day 
I would be better off and that she 
wanted me to get a good education. 


“Three years ago I again returned 
to New Orleans in an effort to trace 
the records of my family. I found 
that the records were very incom- 
plete, and I called upon one of the 
sisters, who is now aged and infirm, 
but who was one of the nufis in 





charge when I was an inmate of the 
asylum. 

“She recalled the woman who called 
to see me, and remembered many in- 
cidents associated with the woman 
and myself, but could recall nothing 
that would throw any light upon my 
parentage or life. No trace had been 
kept of the woman, because her visits 
ceased long before I ran away from 
the asylum, and there were no _  in- 
quiries about her or myself; the asy- 
lum had made a search for me for 
months, but failed to find me.” 

An old man. who gave his name as 
Joseph L, Likens, and who made him- 
self known to Von Hodge in Galves- 
ton three years ago, may know more 





about the Charley Ross case than he 
cares to tell at present. He admits 
this much, and says that some day he 
may tell all he knows, and he hopes 
it will do Von Hodge some good. Likéeng 
has recently been prominent in the east- 
ern papers in connection with discus- 
sions of the Ross case. 

While here in Galveston he would 
not admit that he knew Von Hodge 
to -be Charley Ross, but.he displayed 
a fond affection for the young man 
and yet he appeared always  sus- 
picious lest he would say or do some- 
thing which would beget a wrong im- 
pression. 

But since leaving Galveston for Mount 
Holly, N. J., six weeks ago, Likens has

Though 
he no longer fears a requisition, there 
has been ever present the danger of 
his being taken back to Kentucky by 
force, There have been many plots and 
even apparent attempts to effect his ab- 
duction, but they have always been 
frustrated by Taylor's friends or have 
fallen through for other reasons. 

Many a night the police of the city 
have guarded his house and again his 
friends have kept faithful watch that 
the man who had been made a partisan 
issue might be protected. All this has 
at last had its effect and he is breaking 


down. 
Indiana Hailed Him as a Martyr. 
When Taylor came to Indiana he was 


hailed as a martyr and was made much 
of by Indiana Republicans, who took 
him in charge and could not do enough 
for him. A requisition was made on 
Gov. Mount for him, but Gov. Mount 
indignantly refused to turn Taylor over 
to the Kentucky authorities ‘‘to be mur- 
dered,’ as he expressed it. 

Then came the Republican National 
Convention at Philadelphia when Mc- 
Kinley was renominated for the Pres!i- 
dency. Taylor was taken to this con- 
vention by his Indiana Republican 
friends and he was a sensation. His 
appearance on the platform there was 
hailed with applause that was second 
only to that which greeted the presenta- 
tion of the President's name for re- 
nomination. The story: of Kentucky was 
fresh in the minds of every one, and, 
while the killing of Goebel was not gen- 
erally approved, the great majority of 
Republicans were for Taylor, who was 
looked Cn as a much persecuted man. 
But the elation that resulted from such 
a friendly demonstration over him gave 
way to a feeling of the greatest appre- 


» in hension, for, while he was returning

from that conyention, an attempt was 
made by alleged Kentucky officials to 
kidmap Taylor and carry him back to 
the State for trial. 


The plans were well laid and would 
have been successfully carried out. but 
for the shrewdness of Taylor's Indiana 
friends, who learned of the plot and 
outwitted the kidnapers by changing 
trains. 


Taylor made his way back to Indiana 


safely and he has never been out of the 


State since and it is not likely that he

Philadelphia Wonders How This Man. Who Is Described as a Bad- 
~ Mannered Bore, Hypnotized Hipple Into Wild- 
Cat Financiering.. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 8. 

UT for the frightful fact that 

B Adolph Segal did get $8,300,009 

from the valuts of the Real Es- 

tate Trust Co. by a process best de- 

&cribed as hypnotic finance, the sugges- 

tion that he could obtain any consid- 

erable sum of money from men like 

those charged with the management of 

the defunct institution would be greet- 
ed with derision. 

The man is personally unattractive, 
his manners are bad, his appearance is 
against him and his supreme egotism 
makes him a bore, but the fact remains 
that, with all these handicaps, he 
bounded into the’ ultra-exclusive, emi- 
nently respectable and consistently re- 
ligious circle of the toniest bank In 
Philadelphia and bounced out again 
with $5,300,000 in real money, leaving 
nothing behind of value except his au- 
tograph on a bale or two of paper and 
‘a miscellaneous assortment of ‘cats 
and dogs’’ that make all other “cats 
and dogs"’ look good, no matter how 
bad they may be. 

The world of finance knows “cats and 
dogs" and other ‘‘cats and dogs,”’ but 
the output of the Segal stock water- 
works introduces an entirely new breed. 
In this case the man is the thing. 

Immigrant Nine Years Ago. 

Adolph Segal is an Austrian. Nine 
years ago he landed in New York with 
nothing but good health in the way of 
assets. Six months later he migrated to 
Philadelphia and, as an evidence of 


agood faith, deposited $300 in a local sav- 


ings fund which was supposed to be 
stionger than all] the banks in England. 
He was 2 soOapmaker by trade. 

The soap business was too slow for 
Segal. He patented a wax paper and 
induced Senator Joseph M. Gazzam to 
back him for a few thousand dollurs. 
The wax paper industry proved profit- 
able to Segal. After a yearn—he sold 
the patents and the plant and pocketed 
his profits. The operations of the Match 
Trust interested Segal. He had long 
ago solved the problem of building 
plants for trusts that did not want 
theni, but he never before located one 
that would have to buy whatever plants 
he might build. ' 

He built a match factory with the 
money he got for his wax-paper busi- 
mess and coolly notified the promoters 
of the Match Trust that his plant was 
for sale and that their_best offer would 
be considered before any matches were 
mude. By way of a passing remark, he 
mentioned a selling price for matches 
that would have put the Match Trust 
out of comunission. The trust, never 
— a bluff, paid Segal his price 








and Sega] at once jumped into the mil- 
lionaire promoter class. 

His next venture was in housebuild- 
ing. Segal put up row after row of 
smail houses and was phenomenally 
successful with all of his operations. 
He perfected an installment mortgage 
scheme that made it easy for him to 
dispose of his holdings and thus his 
money was soon back in his pocket. 


Not a Society Beau. 


No society allurements called Segal 
from his business. He preferred the 
atmosphere of cafes to parlors and there 
he sat, day after day, exhibiting certi- 
fied checks of the Real Estate Trust Co.. 
for fabulous sums of money. His dress. 
was also bizarre. His wealth increased. 
His wife affected to be a literary per- 
son. She was the main talk in the 
Women’s Press Club of Philadelphia, 
which, In the halcyon days of unlimited 
graft in the Pennsylvania Railroad, was 
a convenient and effective vehicle used 
to secure free transportation. If it had 
any other important function the fact 
has been concealed. Just what Mrs. 
Segal wrote besides checks is not known. 

Having cleaned up about all the Match 
Trust would stand for, Segal turned his 
talents to sugar. He built two refineries 
and sold one to the trust and forced 
Havemeyers to lend him a sum equal 
to its total value on the second. He 
secured a third, by a pure bluff. This 
one is located on the New Jersey side 
of the Hudson River, just opposite 
Grant’s tomb. His equity in this plant 
may ‘or may not be much, but on paper 
it looks like $1,750,000. This paper equity 
may vanish before the receiver gets 
busy with him. 

Plunges in Apartments. 

The apartment house idea looked good 
to Segal, and, calling a number of in- 
fluential citizens, including George Burn- 
ham Jr. of the Baldwin Locomotive 
Works, John H. Converse, Charles H. 
Hinchman and others of the truly good, 


he mapped out his plans for the Bar- 
tram apartments. The sky-scraper Was 


built and is now numbered among the | 


Segal concerns that are expected to pay 
a small part of the $5,300,000 lost to the 
depositors of the Real Estate Trust Co. 

Then came the Majestic, the famous 
mansion erected by the late William L. 
Elkins. A house of 40 rooms became a 
block of 600 apartments. The magnifi- 
cent furnishings brought from the four 
corners of the world were all left in the 
house and the private rooms occupied 
by Mr. Elkins were taken over by Segal 
for his own use. Elkins fitted into the 
furnishing of the palace like one to the 
manor born. Segal rattles around in 
the big palace like a pea in a bass drum. 
Elkins was big of body and broad of 
mind. Segal is small in stature, but the 
limitations of the world are no more ex- 
pensive than the vaporings of his mind. 
He seems millions where other men see 
only white paper and an idea. 

It was the Majestic rather than any 
other thing that wrought the ruin of 
the Real Estate Trust Co. At the time 
of the crash, Segal was negotiating for 
the palatial residence of J. Fred Betz 
Jr., son of a director of the Real Estate 
Trust Co., and for the residence of Chas. 
J. Hurrah of the Midvale Steel Co. He 
niso was planning a theater to cost $1,- 
500, 008.

Heretofore the heads of Indiana pgnal 
institutions have taken charge of all 
mail received for the

it contained no objectionable writing. 
At the Indiana Reformatory J. H. Ma- 
dara has charge of the mail and every 
letter received there is opened. He is 
so familiar with his work that a glance 
shows him whether a letter Is all right 
or not without reading a dozen lines of 
the contents. The commupPication 18 
then stamped as having gone through 
the hands of the censor and is delivered 
to the person addressed.

Labor leaders declare the time has ar- 
rived when the working class should 
not get down on its knees and beg for 
legislatien which rightfully belongs to 
it. They say that labor has the power 
to send to the Legislature men who] @ 
pledge themselves to work In the Interest | § 
of their cause. 

Included in the political {issues which 
organized labor. contemplates declaring 
for within the State, the initiative and 
referendum system stands at the front 
along with anti-injunction. It is - said 
that the advisory initiative probably 
will be the system through which the 
anti-injunctjon law will ‘be secured and 
also other labor Iegislation. 

For a Union Campnign. 

Two of the lines of activity which it 
seems are certain to be agreed upon at 
the convention are: (1) a State central 
political committee to secure the” elec- 
tion of men to the Legislature who are 


union men in principle and in fact, or 
men who are known to be fair and im- 
partial. regardiess of their political af- 
filiations; (2) instruction to the execu- 
tive officers of th» State Federation of 
Labor to call a conference of all with- 
in the State who believe in the initiative 
and referendum. 

lt is also probable that the labor edi- 
tors within the State and the publishers 
of papers interested ‘in carrying out the 
political program of organized labor will 
be requested to meet after the conven- 
tion and agree upon a line of editorial 
policy. 

If the plans now outlined do not mis- 
carry ‘“‘the immediate establishment of 
the people’s rule”’ will be the paramount 
issue. It will outline a basis for co- 
operation between the wage earners, 
7' farmers and nonpartisan reform forces. 
i” |-Jeaders in the movement declare that 
it is only by declaring for the broad 
issue of a direct-vote system in place 
of machine rule that co-operation can 
be had between the farmers and the 
wage earners. Without such co-opera- 
tion it is held that the convention sys- 
tem will continue and the ruling few 
will still hold the whip. 


Politicians Are Amazed. 

The movement of organized labor to 
lunge into politics has caused the pol- 
iticians to sit up and take notice. The 
leaders in the movement argue that 
the political curse of the age is the 
machine rule, and say the yoters in 
the country will join the wage-earn- 
ers in the cities for its overthrow. 
With the initiative system in opera- 
tion, all the needed reforms, it is said, 
will be quickly brought about. Ore- 
gon is pointed to as an illustration. 
In 10 other states, it is claimed, the 
initiative and referendum principle is 
assured of victory. The movement for 
a direct vote on public questions, the 
labor leaders say, is gaining rapid 
headway and can easily win. 

The coming convention promises to 
attract great attention because of the 
political movement. The call issued

Reported Act of Congress Mak- 
ing Webster’s Dictionary 
the Standard.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8&—A_ report 
was in cireulation here today that a 
ioint resolution of Congress was adopt- 
ed about 25 vears ago making Webster's 
unabridged dictionary the standard on 
spelling and pronunciation and that 
there is a decision of the Supreme Court 
upholding it and that, therefore, the 
simplified spelling order issued by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt iS a violation law.

Father Had Permitted Boy to 
' Bee Events Against 
Judgment. 





Tragedy marked the close of the 
Western Golf Association championship 
tournament at the Glen Echo Countrs 
Club yesterday afternoon, when 14-year- 
old Eddie McGinn,a caddy, was instant- 
ly killed by lightning after taking shel- 
ter beneath a tree, while D. E. Sawyer 
and W. K. Wood struggled for’ the 
Western championship. 

Five minutes before the boy’s death, 
200 spectators of the final event of the 
tournament stood on the spot where the 
boy was killed. 

McGinn was caddy in a minor event 
between R. B. Martin of the Calumet 
Country Club of Chicago and L. A. 
Grote of the Wheaton Golf Club, Chi- 
cago. Grote carried the boy's body from 
the links, and, with his burden, swooned 
in the entrance of the clubhouse. 

In the reception room of the 
house, where the body was placed upon 
a couch, a plece of bark, four inches 
long, was removed from the _ boy's 
mouth. Save for an abrasion in the 
mouth from this piece of bark and 
a blue mark along the spinal column, 
the lightning left no trace of its work, 
nor was the tree, which was struck, no- 
ticeably affected by the bolt. 

The game between Martin and Grote 
was not finished. Martin, for whom the 
dead boy had been caddying, was so un- 
nerved that his voice trembled two 
hours afterward when he described the 
boy’s death. Grote also did not recover 
from kis swoon until late in the even- 
ing. 
The chief event, between Wood and 
Sawyer, was not interrupted. Both the 
players and 50 spectators, whose interest 
kept them inthe rain, followed the con- 
test to its conclusion with Sawvyer’s vic- 
tory, wholly ignorant of the tragedy. 
Sub«cription for Parents. 

Mundreds of golf enthusiasts, a large 
number of whom were women, were on 
the grounds, and as the news of the fa- 
tality spread, golf interest, which had 
been feverish. was forgotten and the 
calamity became the topic of moment. 
A subscription which was raised by Dr. 
Leland Boogher. who had been called 
to attend the boy, realized $150. ‘The 
money was taken to the bereaved home 
last night and given to the parents. 
Many of the dead boy’s fellow caddies 


added their dimes to the dollars of the 
clubmen when the subscription list was 
circulated. 
The accident occured at the ninth 
green under a live oak tree. As the 
game was progressing little McGinn had 
chafed his friend, Joe Grouch, the 12- 
vear-old son of Clarence Crouch of 
B15 Wells avenue... Young Crouch was 
caddy for Grote. As the two players, 
with their caddies, neared the ninth 
green, a thunderstorm arose. The four 
sought shelter under the tree, Martin, 
indifferent to the downpour, left the 
tree, and Grote, with his caddy, fol- 
lowed, 
Young McGinn stood with his left side 
and the top of his head against the tree 
when the bolt struck. He died instant-

Principle That Creditors Must 
Be Paid Said to Have 
Been Broken. 


nO the principle of law that no stock- 
holder has any right to the of 
a corporation until the creditors are 
paid, James Brooks Johnson, through 
his attorney, John A. Gilliam, filed suit 
in Circuit Court Saturday against 50 of 
the leading stockholders of the St. Louis 
Transit Co. This suit bears dirasagly on 
litigation involving more than $2,000,000 
and is for final judgments for personal 
injury claims that have been wssigned 
to Mr. Johnson. He expects to show 
this principle of law has been violated 
by the stockholders in exchanging ‘lTran- 
sit stock for United Railways — stock, 
through the tripartite agreement. 

The defendant stockholders received 
in pursuance of the tripartite agreement 
voting trust certificates representing 
common stock in the United Railways 
(‘o. in the nature of an unearned divi- 
dend or division of the Transit Co.'s as- 
sets. The action is intended to reach 
and impound these voting trust certi- 
ficates, and the proceeds in the hands 
of the defendants, in the nature of an 
equitable garnishment. 


Transit Capital $20,000,000. 
The petition alleges that prior to Sept. 
20, 1899, the United Railways Co. had an 
authorized capital stock of $45,000.00 of 
which $20,000,000 was 5 per cent cumu-

M ASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—‘‘Roosevelt 
and Prosperity” is the keynote of the 
Republican campaign textbook, issued 
today by Chairman James S. Sherman 
of the Congressional Campaign Commit- 
tee, and which is intended as a perfect 
companion and = guide the spell- 
binder. 

The doings of President Roosevelt and 
the record of prosperity under the Re- 
publican administration run a close race 
for supremacy in the pages of the new 
book. They alternate, first a half doz- 
en pages of Roosevelt and his proclama- 
tions and speeches, then a record of 
prosperity and the doings of the recent 
Republican Congresses. 

The Standpatters were evidently § in 
control of the writing of the textbook. 
The Dingley law is declared to be the 
best tariff law ever enacted, and the 
increasing tide of prosperity for the 
past few years is directly attributed to 
this cause. 

“Protectionists are content to let 
the present law stand,” the book de- 
clares, ‘“‘without change or amnrend- 
nent, so long as present conditions 
prevail.

Citizens Celebrate Victory Over 
Three Railroads and 
Big Factory. 


Svecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

WATERTOWN, S. D., Sept. 8.—Wa- 
tertown has just ceiebrated with due 
ceremony the formal opening of Oak 
street, which ended the 20-year fight the 
city has made to open one of the princi- 
pal streets, connecting the North Side 
with the South Side, across the rights of 
way of three railroad companies—the 
Northwestern, the Rock Island and the 
Minneapolis & St. Louis. 

Since the city was platted the street 
has been divided, and 20 years ago the 
City Council made the first effort to 
have it opened across the trasks. A rés- 
olution was passed and the steps taken, 
but the railways secured a permanent 
injunction estopping proceedings. Later 
an effort was made to get a bill through 
the Legislature giving the city the right 
open the street, but the railroads 
succeeded in killing it. 

At last diplomacy succeeded in gain- 
ing the consent of the Northwestern, 
but the J. Il. Case Threshing Machine 
Co., which had its distributing ware- 
house on the right of way where the 
street would run when opened, refused 
to move its building and threatened to 
take its entire business away from the 
Northwestern system if forced to move. 

Finally when the old warehouse be- 
came too small to accommodate the 
Case company’s business, it was grant- 
ed a nhew site in the finest park owned 
by the railway company. in Watertown. 
A magnificent brick warehouse was built 
and then the Case company consented to 
move its old building. 

This being accomplished after several 
vears of tedious waiting and diplomatic 
fighting, the old warehouse was moved 
and the three railway corporations 
turned over to the city deeds to the Oak 
street right of way property. 

These deeds were recorded 
evening the Cadet Sand led 
sion of nearly one’ thousand = persons 
across the newly opened street.

Measurings of Pennsylvania 
Tunnel Under North River 
Are Verified. 








TWO TUBES ARE EXACT 





‘RBagun at Both Ends, Will Fit 
Together as Though Start- , 
ed From One.

NEW YORK, Sept. 8&—It was 
learned today that the delicate task 
of verifying the measurings for the 
Pennsylvania tunnel under the North 
River before joining the borings 
started simultaneously from both 
wides of the river, had just been com- 
pleted by the O'Rourke Engincering 
Constructing Co., which firm has the 
contract. The result is a triumph to 
American engineering methods, as 
well as to the skill of John F. 
O'Rourke, the chief engineer. 

It was found that the deviation be- 
tween the axles of the two borings 
fell short of one-sixteenth of an inch. 
In other words, though begun at both 
ends, the two tubes of the tunnel, 
when joined, will fit together as pre- 
cisely as if the work had been car- 
ried on only from one end. 

The remeasuring applies equally to 
both tubes. Of these, however, the 
northern one is slightly ahead of its 
Fouthern twin. When work was 
stopped there remained only about 100 
feet in the north tube between the 
two gangs of -workers. The task of 
clearing out this last partition will 
be begun Monday morning, and the 
present plans of the company pro- 
vide for the completion of that tube

Bank Wrecker May Be Re- 
turned on Refrigerator 
Transport Glacier.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Plans for 


the return to the United States of Paul 
©. Stensland, the fugitive Chicago bank 
wrecker, who is a captive in Morocco, 
are now in progress. All obstacles to 
the removal of Stensland from Morocco 
having been Overcome, the only thing 
remaining is to devise plans for his re- 
turn and for the recovery of the $12,000 
he deposited in a bank in Tangier. 

While the officials of the Department 
of State decline to discuss the plans for 
bringing back the bank wrecker, it is 
now believed that a sailing vessel will 
be hired by Keely and Olsen, the repre- 
sentatives of the United States who 
have charge of the prisoner. They will 
place Stensland aboard this vessel and 
sail to Gibraltar and make arrange- 
ments to place .the prisoner on beard 
a tramp steamer or on a sailing ves- 
sel which will come direct to some port 
of. the United States. 

The transfer from the vessel which 
will bring Stensland from Tangier to 
one that will bring him across the ocean 
will be made on the high sea beyond 
the three-mile limit, so as to make it 
impossfble for Stensland or his friends 
and attorneys to touch at any foreign 
port Where they can invoke the law 
which will prevent his return. 

If the United States refrigerator ship, 


the Glacier, which is now on the way to 
the United States from Manila, should 
reach Tangier before other arrange- 
ments are made, instructions will be 
given the commander of the Glacier to

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Southern Judge Declares the 
Unwritten Law Is a Menace 
All Lawyers Should Combat 





Kernan Codifies the Jurispru- 
dence of Lawlessness and 
Then Attacks It. 





OUTRAGES IN LAW’S NAME 





Abolition of Barbarous Phase 
Greatest Problem the Bar 
Faces Today.

LAW LESSNESS,” otherwise 

known ag the “unwritten law,’’ 
Was the subject of a terrific ar- 
raignment during the meeting of the 
American Bar Association here this 
week by Judge Thomas J. Kernan of 
Baton Rouge, La. 

gudge Kernan, like many other South- 
erm lawyers, sees in the ‘unwritten 
law" a menace to American liberty and 
a trend towards anarchy. and he de- 
clares that all patriotic lawyers must 
* join in a movement to abolish pleas 
founded upon it or see the administra- 
tion of justice reduced to a farce. 

Readers of the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
will recall the publication in {t recently 
of a discussion by Southern lawyers of 
‘the “unwritten law’’ with references to 
the Thaw-White case. Mr. Kernan was 
one of those asked by the New York 
World and the Post-Dispatch to give 
his opinion as to whether the “law’’ 
applied to that tragedy. He opened his 
address here by referring to that re- 
quest as follows: 

“A few weeks ago I received from a 
great metropolitan journal a telegraphic 
request for a legal opinion, stated sub- 
stantially as follows: 

“*A man of wealth takes a young and 
beautiful girl under his protection. After 
the lapse of a year or more she marries 
another man of wealth. After the mar- 
riage her former protector does not re- 
new his relations with her, but makes 
disparaging and insulting remarks about 
her, and her husband kills him, without 
warning. Does this statement of facts 
present case that would warrant a jury 
in returning a verdict of “‘Not guilty”’ 
under the “unwritten law?’’’ 

“I promptly replied that I was un- 
able to give an opinion upon the case 
stated, as I was an attorney at law, 
and not an attorney at lawlessness. This 
request, however, started a train of 
thought that ended in the query: ‘Do 
not we in America have, in reality, a 
jurisprudence, as it were, of lawless- 
ness, as well'as a eee, of law?’ 
The more thought I have_ given this 
Subject, the more thoroughly convinced 
l have become that we have such a 
jurisprudence, with its general ovrinci- 
ples—or rules, if you object to the use 
of the word principles in such a connec- 
tion—its particular exceptions, refine- 
ments and distinctions, 

“It is a jurisprudence which has al- 
most assumed the dienity and sym- 
thetry of a system. It is neither legis- 
lative nor judge-made, It might, not in- 
aptly, be styled a system of jury-made 
lawlessness, or juries’ imprudence,

“Necessarily it has no codes or text- 
books, hence its pre-eminent claim to 
the title of ‘The Unwritten Law.’ It is 
in flagrant violation of all statutes, 
hence it is styled by its advocates, ‘The 
Law Above the Statutes,’ or 1¢ High- 
er Law.’ It has its basic foundation in 
the public opinion of ‘the communities 
in which it prevails, and has all the 
certainty and sanction that  constitu- 
tions or statutes could give it. 

“The Unwritten Lavvs.” 

‘This jurisprudence of lawlessness has 
both its criminal and its civil features. 
I have undertaken to formulate the sys- 
tem’s Decalogue in the following 10 car- 


dinal laws: 
x. AW I. 


“Any man tho commits rape upon 
a woman of chaste character shall, 
without trial or hearing of any kind, 
be instantly put to death by his cap- 
tors or other body of respectable 
citizens, not less than three in num- 
ber: and they shal! have the right to 
determine the mode of execution, 
which may be both cruel and unusu- 
al. the Constitution and laws of the 
State and of the United States to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 

LAW II. 

“Any man who commits adultry 
may be put to death with impunity 
by the injured husband, who shall 
have the right-to determine the mode 
of execution, be it never so coward- 
ly. 

LAW IIT. 

“Any man who seduces an inno- 
cent girl may, without a hearing, 
be shot or stabbed to death Dy her, 
or any near relative of hers; and if 
deemed necessary by the slayer, 
such shooting or stabbing may be 
done in the back, or while lying in 
wait. 

LAW IV. 

‘“Any man who traduces a virtuous 
woman's character for chastity may 
be shot with impunity by her, or 
her husband, or any near relative: 
but the offender must first be given 
an opportunity to deny and disprove 
the charge, or to retract and apol- 
ogize. 

LAW V. 

“The survivor of a fatal duel must 
be acquitted, if the duel was fairly 
conducted according to the time-hon- 
ored provisions of the Code of Honor. 

LAW VI, 

“Any man who kills another in a 
fair fight shall not be found guilty, 
either of murder or manslaughter, 
but must be acquitted, even though 
he be the sole aggressor. 

LAW VII, 

“The He direct and 
well-known opprobrious epithets, 
which constitute mortal insult, are 
each equal to a blow, and any of 
them justifies an assault, 

LAW VIII, 

In prosecutions for stealing horses, 
cattle or hogs, the presumption of in- 
nocence is shifted in favor of the 
livestock, and the accused is pre- 
sumed to be guilty.

the hearing. The testimony, when 
taken, should be held inviolate, as is 
now done in certain divorce cases in 
soine of the states. The publication 
of sensational reports of the proceed- 








ings in court should be prohibited by 
law. The trial should be speedy, and 
there should be no appeal. The judg- 
ment of the Court should be instantly 
executed. 

“Attempts and the personal violence 
that accompanies them® vary so great- 
ly with the circumstances and _ the 
persons concerned in each particular 
case, that the jury should have thé 
right to render a verdict of guilty 
With, or without, capital punishment. 
It is safe to say, that they will al- 
Ways impose the death penalty in all 
proper cases. 

“Where a verdict of guilty without 
capital punishment is rendered, the 
Judge should have a Jarge discretion 
in the imposition of the penalty, in 
order that he may be able to make 
the penalty fit the crime. 


Favors Horrible Punishment. 
“But where the verdict is guilty with 
capital punishment, swift and inexorable 
death, in horrid form, should be the in- 


evitable penalty. The crime’stands alone 
in horror among all crimes, and its 
punishment, too, should stand alone in 
terror among all punishments. The 
convict should be executed in public 
by some form of death so supremely 
horrible as to strike terror even to the 
hearts of flends themselves. The Eng- 
lish in India found that the death pen- 
alty had no terrors for the mutinous 
Sepoys, until they began to blow them 
into eternity from the mouths of can- 
non. It might be well to legally de- 
stroy our human fiends by blowing 
them into atoms with dynamite, or by 
casting them into a burning pit, simu- 
lating as nearly as may be the popu- 
lar conception of ‘the fires of hell. 

“Only such a death will ever seem 
adequate punishment for such a crime. 
If the punishment be inhuman, is there 
anything human about the crime, or the 
sHiminal? Is any sacrifice too great to 
be demanded in expiation of such a 
crime? Jf it is not granted by the 
law, the wild cry for vengeance of a 
people writhing in dumb, helpless pain, 
will: continue to be heard and heeded 
by the mob, and lawless executions will 
increase in numer and in horror. The 
situation is daily becoming more un- 
bearable, and we lawyers must end it, 
or cease boasting of our usefulness to 
civilization and society. 

‘Laws Il, IlI and IV of our Deca- 
logue may be considered together, as 
they are all of the same character, de-

“In all civil suits by nutural per- 
sons against corporations, the de- 
fendant corporation is presumed to 
be liable, and can establish want of 
liability only by a clear and decided 
preponderance of evidence. 

LAW X. 

‘In every action by employe 
against employer for personal injury 
the plaintiff shall recover damages 
unless the defendant employer 
proves want of liability beyond a 
reasonable doubt; and in all cases 
the measure of damages shall be the 
pitiful condition of the plaintiff, -the 
sympathy of the jury and the abil- 
ity of the employer to pay. 

A Problem for Lawyers. 

“All of the foregwoing lawless laws are 
in full foree and effect in some parts 
of this great and growing republic; and 
some of them in all parts of it. Wher- 
ever they are effective they are enforced 
with much greater certainty and celer- 
ity than any written statutes or sacred 
constitutions. Their existence poses 
a problem for American lawyers the so- 
lution of which is destined to severely 
— their ability, courage and patriot- 
sm. 

“All of them, in their last analysis, 
have their origin and source in some 
real, or supposetl, failure, defect or in- 
justice of the law: most of the lawless 
rights they establish are granted by 
them as the counterparts of the reai 
Or supposed lawful wrongs, which they 
aré meant to cotmpensate. The siow 
and painful processes of the courts and 
the utter inadequacy of all legal rem- 
edy for certain crimes, have given rise 
to all the rest. 

“They seem to be abnormal and ma- 
lignant growth upon the body of the 
law; and they must either be excised or 
removed by constitutional treatment of 
the legal system itself. The indicated 
remedy is necessarily legal, and it is 
the first great duty of American law- 
yers to discover and apply the remedy. 

Any remedy for lynching, to be e 
fective, muat ay all excuse for it, 
otherwise it will mérely a remedy 
tor symptoms of the malady, and 
foredoomed to ignominious failure.

Mark also that the aduiterer 
and the seducer may be assassinated 
without warning of any kind, while 
the slanderer must have a hearing and 
be given a chance for his life. 


“The Defense of Woman.” 
“None of these three laws are 80 
widely recognizeq and enforced as Law 
1; but they are, recognized and obeyed 
to an extent sufficient to make them 
extremely dangerous, both to individ- 
uals and to society. When anyone of 
them is set up in defense of a prosecu- 
tion for homicide, it is seldom, indeed, 
that the accused ‘is convicted, and who 
shall say how often they are thus false- 
ly plead to excuse bloody murder? 

“While their enforcement is not usual- 
lv attended with the multiplied horrors 
of lynching, yet they are amenable to 
all the other potent objections to that 
bloody custom and to some others pe- 
cullarly their own. The bloody work o! 
the Iyncher is not a solitary crime; it 
is usually done, to some extent at least, 

» open, but the offenses, denounced 
these three laws, are usually pun- 
ished by cowardly assassination at the 
hands of one man, without sponsors or 
witnesses, 

“They ail probably have for their 
raison d'etre the absurdly inadequate 
remedy provided by law. In many of 
the States none of these offenses are 
punishable as crimes, and the injured 
person is relegated to a civil action for 
damages. “What consolation does such 
a remedy bring to outraged husband, or 
innocent girl Victim, or her family, for 
a happy hearthstone desolated and a 
precious life blasted forever? The jing- 
ling of the guinea’ never did and never 
will ‘heal the hurt that wounded honor 
feels.'- What surprise is it, then, that 
one so deeply injured should himself 
Seek redress when the law gives him 
none? Such crimes should be made fel- 
onies at law, and their perpetrators 
Should be clad in stripes. The humilia- 
tion of a public trial should be spared 
the victims. Such trials, both civil and 
criminal, should be had in camera, and 
whatever evidence is reduced to writing 
should be put under seal, and kept un- 
der seal until it shall no ‘longer be nec- 
essary to keep it, when it should be de- 
stroyed. When an appeal to the law can 
be made without a real or supposed loss 
of dignity and with reasonable certain- 
ty that a penalty commensurate with 
the crime will be inflicted, these. three 
lawless laws will cease to have effect,

tween the two. 

There is little doubt that the an- 
nexation of Cuba would be welcomed 
by the Tobacco Trust, because of 
the immense amount that would be 
saved to it in duties on tobacco 
brought into the United States. -The 
duty paid by this trust on ‘tts owi 
product grown on a foreign soil is 
perhaps a million dollers annually, 
and therefore es revolution that had 
annexation as ts ultimate obfect 
would be looked upon favorably by 
the trust. 

So also trust. R. 
R. Hawley, President of the Chap- 
parra Sugar Co. the largest in 
Cuba, and practically the Trust's 
representative here, is and always 
has been frankly outspoken in favor 
of annexation. American capital in 
sugar amounts to perhaps $30,000,000 
and is widely scattered throughout 
the island, except in the Province of 
Pinar del Rio, where the present 
activity is the greatest. 

There are two American. sugar 
companies in Havana Province, six 
in Matanzas Provinee, eleven in 
Santa Clara, three in Puerto Principe 
and ten In Santiago Province, includ- 
ing 240,000 acres in one piece of the 
Chapparra company and the great 
central of the United Fruit Co. at 
Port Lanes.

One investigator has estimated that 
13,000 Americans have bought land in 
Cuba since the war and that seven- 
eighths of all the land in Sancti Spiritus 
is owned by Americans. Scattered 
throughout the Island there are 28 s»- 
called “colonies’’ of Americans or Can- 
adians, not including the Isle of Pines. 
The Cuba Company, an American cor- 
poration, owns over 500,000 acres, and 
the entire American acreage in Cuba is 
credibly set at about four and a half 
millions.

in fact, practically all of the railroads 
east of Santa Clara, are American, and 
all the efectric transportation in and 
about Havana is incorporated in New 
Jersey. Nearly $5,000,000 of American 
money fs in Cuban banking and per- 
mape $29,000,000 in cattle, while munici- 
pal and government bonds are almost 
Wholly taken in New York.

bank statement 
impressive a closing 
to the week's money market develop- 
ment as anyone could have expected. 
Notwithstanding evidence of wholesale 
transfer of loans this week, the loss in 
cash reserves is so great that the sur- 
plus is much more than exhausted. The 
$9,447,000 decrease on that account cre- 
ates a deficit of $6,578,000. This is not 
only the earliest autumn deficiency re- 
ported in any tight money vear since 
1893, but except for 1893 amd 1884 it is 
the largest deficiency reported in 2% 
years. 

The primary cause for this unexpect- 
cdly weak showing is a reported de- 
crease of $16,408,000 in the cash hold- 
ings of the banks. This figure is diffi- 
cult to explain. JIn actual fact, the 
banks have lost only $10,000,000 cash. To 
an extent, the familiar ‘average sys- 
tem’? may account for the discrepancy; 
last Saturday's officially reported cash 
decrease was $2,000,000 less than the ac- 
tual facts. Even with this allowance, 
the cash figures of today's bank state- 
ment are not entirely comprehensible. 

What this remarkable statement does 
appear to show, however, is that the 
“loan-shifting’’ process tes not been 
wholly easy,. A year ago this’ week, 
when the surplus reserve was threat- 
ened with extinction, it was averted by 
no less a loan contraction than $3,200,000. 
The best that the market has been able 
to do this week is to cut down Joans 
$11,965,002. This reduction must have been 
effected through the bringing of foreign 
and out-of-town banks, or local trust 
companies, into the New York money 
market, but, evidently, even the re- 
sultant large additions to existing sup- 
lies failed to enable the banks to re- 
lieve themselves. 

In the Hght of such a bank return, 
neither Wednesday's 40 per cent call 
money market, nor the unusual strin- 
gency in time loans and merchants’ pa- 
per, which prevailed throughout’ the 
week, will any longer cause surprise. 
The point to observe ts that. the actual 
showing made by the associated banks 
today is the weakest ever made by them 
at the opening of the autumn. 

The stock market's action was suffi- 
ciently characterigtic. It hardly moved, 
up to the hour of the bank statement’s 
publication. When the heavy deficit in 
reserves was announced, prices declined 
a fraction, but without any sign of de- 
moralization. Having done this, they 
turned abruptly, and in the last quarter 
hour a sharp recovery was in progress. 
So far as concerns the stocks on which 
recent speculative activity has  con- 
verged; the market closed at the high- 
ast price of the day. Union Pacific, Read- 
ing and Amalgamated Copper rose one 
to two points apiece after the bank 
statement appeared. , 

All Grains Lower. 


Grain—Lower price levels obtained in 
all grain markets today. Buyers were 
holding off, as a rule, owing chiefiy to 
the practically perfect weather west 
and the increasing shipments from the 


interior. 
Exporters are showing little inter- 


est. 

To all practical purposes there is no 
essential change in the domestic 
grain situation. The markets are still 
under the influence principally of con- 
tinued highly favorable weather 
throughout the West. Asa result, of- 
ferings were larger in all pits this 
morning, while the demand was de- 
void of life, and hence a further de- 
cline occurred. Selling of wheat was 
also stimulated by increasing ship- 
ments from the Northwest and by the 
discouraging tenor of cable advices, 

Broomhall cables that according to 
a semi-official Russian report the 
winter wheat crop is of a good aver- 
age; spring wheat unsatisfactory to 
bad. there being no Government with 
a good crop. Rye and oats crops un- 
gatisfactory; barley barely satisfac- 
tory. He estimates the world’s wheat 
exports for the week at _ 8,000,000 
bushels. 

Cotton—The cotton market was dull 
today and devoid of any particularly 
new features. The leading local bears 
started in to hammer the market 
down at the opening because the 
weather map was good and there was 
an absence of any aggressive buying 
or bull support. In this way prices 
were forced down about three to five 
points from last night's closing, but 
on the decline there was good buying 
to cover shorts through other brokers 
and the market later recovered most 
of this loss and ended dull and bare- 
ly steady.

GRAIN PRICES 
DECLINE SHARPLY 


Big Drop in Future Prices 
Caused Mostly by Local 
Conditions. 


MARKET 


Cash Grains Remain Firmer in 
Face of Weak 


Futures. 


Under the influence of the heavy 
sales on the part of the local elevator 
interests and the pit crowd, which 
Were general throughout the week, 


prices in the local grain market, es- 
pecially those of rheat, suffered a 
big decline oc 808 past week. 
Lower prices were prevaient for corn 
and oats, but were mainly in sym- 
pathy with wheat and because of the 
very heavy offerings. 

Lhe market was governed almost 
entirely by local conditions, and was 
characterized by its entire feature- 
legsness, trading throughout the week 
being very listless. ‘The weakness 
shown locally was accentuated by the 
lower cables which arrived regularly 
from abroad and the improved move- 
ment from the country. Traders were 
alarmed at the fine weather prevail- 
ing in the harvesting regions and the 
Steadily increasing ‘receipts in the 
Northwest. 

The cash market did not follow the 
big dectine in futures, the light re- 
ceipts, the fact that traders were in- 
clined to withhold their offerings and 
the good milling demand which ex- 
isted ali week lending a firm tone to 
Cash grains. 

The heavy offerings were mostly in 
September option, and as little demand 
existed, sellers were obliged to offer 
their holdings very low to get bids. De- 
clineés were noted in December and May 
Options, but were mainly in sympathy 
with the heavy sales in September, 
which option showed the largest decline 

Several temporary rallies were started 
during the week by short coverings, but 
were invariably met by liberal offerings 
by the elevator interest, and heavy sales 
by the holders of calls. The long con- 
tingent was quick to realize on any 
spurt in prices, and this also heiped to 
check any rallies that were started. 

Since last Saturday the price of Sep- 
tember wheat has declined more than 
2c. December lost about 15¢c for the 
week, and May about lc. Last Sat- 
urday, September wheat closed at 69\c. 
Since then it has declined steadily un- 
til the close of the week, when it was 
quoted at 66%c. December declined from 
i2c to 73sec, and May fell from 764%c to 
7444c for the week. _—~ |

Harvesting opera- 
tions are general, both in this country 
and abroad, and the forefgners are tn 
no hurry to buy wheat, especially as the 
crops in Furopean countries with hardly 
an exception are turning out much bet- 
ter than expected. As a4 result, the re- 
quirements for this coming year will 
be much less than last, while present 
indications point to a much larger sur- 
plus tn the exporting countries. 

The Minneapolis flour output for the 
past week increased 20.175 barrels, the 
amount turned out being 287,175 bar- 
rels, against 257,530 barrels last year. 

This week's figures promise to be even 
smaller. Not only were all mills idle 
on Labor Day, but one or two less are 
in operation than last week. Almost all 
mills found trade in flour last week less 
favorable. Sales were smaller than last 
week, and those.made were in small 
jots. Minneapolis wheat stocks de- 
creased 825,000 bushels for the week.

The new line, as pro- 
jected, will parallel the Northern Pa- 
cific, and in many places will run with- 
in a few miies of the older route. 

The officitis of the road declare that 
the route will be completed as far as 
Eutte, a distahce of 731 miles, within a 
year. The year following the road will 
ibe extended to the coast. 

Starting from Glenham, a short dis- 
tance from Evarts, the line will run for 
$> miles through the Standing Rock In- 
dian reservation to Miles City, Mont. 
From here it will follow the Musselshell 
River and enter Butte through Pipe- 
stone Pass, in the Beit Mountains, at an 
altitude of 6350 feet. 

This route ts the one that will men- 
ace the Northern Pacific country. 

It will run from forty to sixty miles 
south of the Northern Pacific from Glen- 
ham to Terry, Mont., where the two 
will cross.

Whether the act of Fob. 7, 1901, author- 
izing the construction of a bridge over 
the Mississippi River at St. Louis, 
still in force, that act received the re- 
vision of the engineers of the War De- 
partment and contains in some detail 
the opinion of the War Department 
and of Congress as to the con- 
ditions under which an additional bridge 
Should be built at St. Louis. 

The act of March 28, 1906. applies to 
navigable waterways in general, and, in 
applying the general provisions of that 
act to St. Louis, it seems certain that 
the Secretary of War and Chief of En- 
gineers would require little less than 
is prescribed In the act of February. 
1991, in the matter of non-obstruction 
the free navigation of the Mississippi 
River. , 

On the other hand, in view of the 
present agitdtion of the deep waterway 
proposition and the opinion of many 
that a considerable revival of river traf- 
fic may take place, it is not improba- 
ble that still further restrictions might 
be imposed on the construction of a 
bridge immediately north of the present 
Eads Bridge. 

If Built Below Eads Bridge. 

Section 3 of the Act of February. 1901,

The youth and men of the country are beginning 
to realize the benefit to their health that comes 
from outdoor recreation; that the mental and phys- 
ical stimulus so acquired is better than that which 
can be gained in any other way. 

This is particularly true of St. Louis. On hundreds 
of corner lots Saturday afternoons and Sundays the 
enick of the bat as it meets the pitched baseball has 
resounded, On the golf links and tennis courts hun- 
dreds of matches have been played.

health. So, in estimating what St. Louis spends 
every summer for sport let us inctude professional 
baseball. 

St. Louis has two major league teams. Each will 
play 77 games at home. The average attendance at 
one park will be 3500 paid admissions, figuring on 
what the team’ has done so far this year, and at the 
other park 3100, While it is true that Sunday 
crowds often go as high as 12,000, the weekday at- 
tendance is much lighter, and on a Monday or Tues- 
day the actual paid admissions are quite small. 
That accounts for what may be considered a very 
light average for the entire season. Then, also, all 
free passes have to be eliminated. 

Therefore, at the 77 games in one baseball park 
there will be 269,500 paid admissions, and at the 
other, 228,700. Now comes the question, how much 
will each admission average’? Fortunately this is not 
difficult to compute. The records kept by the base- 
ball magnates for a number of years show that the 
25-cent, 50-cent and 75-cent tickets, together with 
the extras which come from the sale of box seats, 
when all lumped together, makes tach admission 
avcrage 40 cents. At one park, therefore, the public

Should 
the local baseball season wind in a blaze of 
glory the sum will go considerably over $200,000. 
Golf is a game growing rather rapidly in favor in 
St. Louis. It would have many more devotees were 
the links more accessible for busy men and women. 
But, even as it is, there are five clubs in whose total 
membership there are some five hundred enthusiastic 


players and three hundred more who play occasion- 


up 


ally. : 

In the matter of expense, there is first of all the 
clubs to be purchase. Very few persons buy a com- 
plete new outfit at the beginning of a season. In 
fact, golf players become as much attached to their 
favorite “drivers” and “putters” as a smoker to his 
pipe. Clubs will break, however, and have to be re- 
placed. 


A complete golf outfit, even of moderate scope, 
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\ 
sticks costs from $3.50 to $15. The average equip- 
ment costs probably $16. The season’s sales in St. 
Louis, according to managers of stores selling these 
articles, will not exceed $2500 exclusive of golf balls, 
which will next be considered. 

A player who starts over the links faces a certain 
expense. On an average for a season’s play he is 
sure io lose one ball, completely wear out a second 
and half-ruin a third. Many players like a brand 
new ball for every game. Some golf balls cost 75 
cents, others two for $1, and some $1 each. There- 
fore, say the average ball costs 60 cents, the one 
game is bound to represent an expense of $1.50 for 
balls and an average of 50 cents for the caddie. Cad- 
die charges are 25 cents an hour. The total cost, 
therefore will average $2. 

There are 500 players in St. Louis who will each 
for the season average two games a week. The other 
300 will average one game. That makes a total of 
1300 games every seven days, at a total outlay of 
$2600. 

The golf season begins as soon as the snow is 


cannot be bought for less than $10. A bag for the off of the ground and lasts until-snow flies again. 
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While many players make their season longer than 
24 weeks, that period may be taken for the average. 
In that time, therefore, the golfers of St. Louis will 
spend the large amount of $62,400. 

A game more generally played than golf is tennis. 
The Triple A has a membership of 800, two-thirds 
of whom are devoted to the racquet, while all the 
coumry clubs have courts which are quite constantly 
in use. Then there are unnumbered private courts 
throughout the city, each one of which may be 
estimated to have at least a dozen players, so as to 
reduce the cost of maintenance to a reasonable basis. 
Well-informed tennis players estimate the number of 
those who actively enjoy the game as 1500. 

Just a “good” tennis racquet costs $5. There are 
some which sell for more than that. and others as 
cheap as $3.75. Probably $5 is a fair average. 

The life of a tennis racquet is not as long as that 
of a golf club, and of the active tennis players one- 
third will buy a new one every year.. Twenty-five 
hundred dollars will cover what is spent for that one 
item alone in a summer season in St. Louis. 

The average price paid for tennis balls is three for 
a dollar. The life of each ball is about fifteen sets. 

Tennis courts, being more easy of access than golf 
links, are naturally in more frequent use. It is 
only conservative to say that the 1500 players in 
St. Louis will engage in play, on an average, three 
times a week. Many play almost every pleasant 
evening. Saturday afternoons and on Sundays the

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Fnormous Tunnel Projected 


TUNNEL over 36,000 feet long and to cost 
$10,000,000 is now projected by the Central 


Pacific Railway Co. It is to be bored through | 


the Sierra Nevada Mountains at a point a short 
distance west of Truckee, Ariz. This will be one of 
the longest tunnels in the world, and the longest on 
this continent. 

Such an enormous expenditure for a tunnel seems 
almost a waste of money at first thought, but when 
it is known that an annual saving of $100,000 will 
be made the advisability of the expense is much 
more apparent. By this tunnel the Central Pacific 
grade over the Sierra Nevadas will be reduced fully 
3000 feet, and by the elimination oi the curves now 
necessary the distance will be greatly shortened. 

The longest tunnel now in existence in America 
is on the Great Northern road through the Cas- 
eade range in Washington. It is only 16,000 feet in 
length, so it will be a mere baby compared to the 
one now contemplated. 

It is expected that work will begin quite soon on 
this difficult engineering feat, for the exigencies 
of competition demand the advantages the tunnel is 
expected to give over a rival road. 

In addition to working from each end, as has been 
done on other great tunnels, a system has been de- 
vised for the Truckee tunnel, whereby operations 
can be conducted also in the middle. This will be 
made possible by shafts sunk at intervals to the tun- 
nel level. Present estimates are that the work will 
be finished’ within three years aiter it is started.

The cost of maintaining a heavy touring car— 
chauffeur, gasoline, new tires, broken parts of ma-

month. Let us take $250 for an average. Two hun- 
dred such cars, therefore, cost their owners 850,000 
a month. From early spring to late fall each ear 
will have at least five months’ service, so the total 
for the season, for big touring cars, is close to 
$250,000. 

There 1s not so very much difference in the cost of 
operating a good runabout and a light touring ear. 
From $30 to $40 per month is the average mainte- 
nance cost. Some runabouts will cost more than the 
light double-seated vehicle. It is proper, therefore, 
to take $35. Eight hundred cars at that figure make 
a total monthly outlay of $28,000. In five months 
the total is $140,000. 

The grand total, for all cars, is the rather surpris- 
ing one of $390,000.

cates That Success Is in Sight— Greatest 
of Railway Rate Regulators, Say Enthu- 
siasts—How a Ship-Bearing Canal From 
Lakes to Gulf May Be Made. 


SHIP canal and deep waterway from tie great 
lakes of the North to the gulf looms into 
sight. The project which has existed for so 

long on paper and in the mind’s eye of a few far- 
seeing business men is approaching the status of 
something that wil actually be done. It is passing 
from the realm of an uncertain possibility to a 
state of cxtreme probability. 

That this is the condition is shown by the reports 
“coming to W. Flewellyn Saunders, secretary of thre 
Business Men's League of St. Louis, by whom prepa 
‘rations are being made for the Deep Waterways Con- 
vention to be held here Nov. 15 and 16. 

Not simply that a wide interest in the project is 
shown, nor alone that there will be a large attend 
anee at the convention. The interest the Mississippt 
Valley States have felt has been realized before, 
and a heavy representation at the convention Was 
practically certain before it. was called. But the 
character of the people who are supporting the mdve 
and contributing their time, Money and influence to 
its advancement, generates the confidence that suc- 
céss is now at hand. 

Bankers, business men and the varied classes ot 
shippers, from the producers to the big commission 
houses, have joined hands with that large and 
effective general population which, for this purpose, 
may be best designated as “voters.”
